THE EXOLISH AND FOENOH ALLIARCE,

French and English intevests are identical in the Le-
vant. The truth may be that we have real, sorious,
commercial interests in those regions, whilst the interest
of France are mercly those Ofcﬁm and amour propre. 1t
may be so. Dut in these different alms England and
Frapee peed not be at variance, France may think it
a feather in her cap to be the protectress of eastern Cath-
olics ; nnd, laving given ber word to the Danulbians,
may feel her pride and honor more than her interest en-
goged in keeping these promises. We should not quar-
rel with France on these minor points, The French Em-
pexor feels that ho has expended much blood and treasure
in defe o Ot ire. He has aghed nothing

of th ph
in return, except their old privileges and rights for the
Moldo-Wallnchians, Yet this only demand of France the
Porte perexaptorily refuges. And England abets the Porte
with o vehemence of indignation, and & mass of intrigue
and violence, equally disgraceful and revolling. The re-
sult has been to disguet France with the Turks, with the
English alliance, und with the war altogether, And then
Rugsin, comes forward with insidions courtesy to offer her
friendship and alliance,

To these advances France at fisst responded with great
glacrity, and M. de Momy, the repressntative of the Rus-
so-French allinnee, made some progress for w Ume.

PARTING OF THE ATLANTIC CABLE.

The steamer America, which arrived st Halifax
yesterday morning from Liverpool, brings intelli-
gonce of the parting of the Atlantic telegraph cable
and the probable abandonment of this great enter-
prise, for this season af least. This news, coming as
it does ot the very moment when millions of our cit-
izens were looking for a despatch announcing the
snecessful completion of the stupendous work, will
fill the whole country with regret and disappoint-
ment. The regret, we feel sure, will not prove un-
availing, nor, we think, will the dissppointment be
long coutinued. The work is in the hands of men of
capital, of enterprise, of science, and of indomitable
energy of character, and whio cannot and will not
suspend their labors until their great task is crown-

FINANCES OF TENNESSEE

From an wrticle in a late number of the Nashvilly
Daily News, we gather the following facts in relation
to the finances of Tennessce. The present Biate
debt proper is $4,140,856. Besides this she has is-
sucd eight and o half millions in bonds to her rail.
rouds, of which she has now in progress 1,569 miles
in twenty different linos. She has agreed to issue
£11,678,500 additional bonds to these roads as they
progress in ten-mile wections, taking first lien us se-
curity. This makes her entire debt, present and pro.
spective, $24,254 856, of which ever twenty mil.
lions go for ruilrouds, Each company is required by
act of legislsture to deposite in the Bauk of Tennes-
soe the amount of interest on the bonds apportioned
to it at least fifteen days before it becomes due, Iy
case of failure of such doposite, the comptroller is
authorized to pay the interest out of the Btate treas.
ury. The act provides also for s sinking fund, re-
quiring the company to begin five years after the cow-
pletion of the road, and to deposite anunally in the
Bank of Tennessee sn amount] equal to two per cent.
of the bonds issued to it, to be applied to the re-
demption and surrender of the same to the State,
The Nashville aud Chattanooga Company, the ouly
one whose road has been so long finished, has paid
5,000, and will pay $8,000 more to this sinking
fund the present year, The taxable valuation of the
State is over three hundred millions of dollars.
